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It was with satisfaction that Knesset Speaker Bar- 
katt announced last week that “over 30 Members 
of the House would travel to border settlements in 
the north to meet the people.” When the day came 
only 15 of them turned up. To mark the Knesset's 


22nd anniversary they 


were to travel up to 


border settlements in Western Galilee, the Jordan 
Valley and the Golan Heights, meet the people 
and discuss their problems with them. The idea 
was to let the people know that the men they had 
elected to office were concerned about their fate, 
and that the Knesset was not an institution com- 
mitted to words alone. HIRSH GOODMAN reports. 
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᾿ THE 14 men and one woman 
Member who climbed aboard 
the bus in Tel Aviv nll seemed 
in ad spirits and pleased 
at the rogpect of a trip up 
north, Small talk and jokes 
hummed around the bus as they 
waited in vain for other Knesset 
Members who had said that they 
would come. The jokes became 
derisive once it became apparent 
that they would not be joined by 
those “who didn't min utting 
their names down on a list, but 
to whom getting up at the 
erack of dawn was another 
matter entirely." : 
The contingent was met in 
Haifa by representatives from 
the Information Services, who 
had organized the tour and ar- 
ranged for meetings to be held 
that night with members of the 
public, Half of these had to be 
cancelled due to the small turn- 
out, whlle other settlements would 
only receive one Member instead 
of the advertised two. 
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[HS bus climbed the hilly, twist-

This was to be the first meet- 
ing. The farmers had obviously 
donned their Sabbath best to 
meet the delegation. Two shiver- 
ing children, taken out of school 
for the occasion, presented the 
Alignment's Mathilda Ghez with 
a bouquet of carnations neatly 
tied with a blue and white 
ribbon. Once out of the bitter 
cold, the Members crowded 
into a minute building, apparent- 
ly the settlement’s social centre. 
Inside flashlighta popped as the 
visiting dignitaries were greeted 
by the local secretary. “It is an 
honour that you, the chosen of 
the people, should come ap 
here to visit us” he said. The 
oil-cloth covered tables were be- 
- decked with the best the settle- 
ment could produce, and pro- 
bably with more than they could 
afford.

the business centre of downtown 
Stockholm, Although the centre is 
about the same size as Jerusa- 
lem's — two square kilometres 
— 120,000 persons find employ- 
ment there compared to the 
35,000 in Jerusalem.

Ring into grid 


The road aystem developed in 
Jcrusalem under the British was a

road they built was King George 
Ave.) weid and his col- 
leagues have seen the necessity 
of changing the pattern inta ἢ 
gridiron system. “ἃ spiderweb 
creates high accessibility to the 
centre — and high congestion. it 
makes it difficult to move any 
centre of activity outside the city 
centre.

To make a gridiron out of a 
wheel spoke takes a considerable 
wrench, Under the plan, the cast- 
ern part of Jaffa Road from the 
Davidka will be shifted to the 
north to follow the route followed 
today by Rehov Hanevlim.

In fact this provision [8 hardly 
necessary, as boys who come here 
and study engineering in Hobrew 
are unlikely to do so with the in- 
tention of returning to work abroad.

Immigration has given the Tech- 
nion not only students, but new 
faculty members, Thirty slx teach- 
ers and scientists have immigrated 
from English-speaking countries 
during the past year to join the 
Instltute in posta ranging from 
Senior lecturer to full professor. 

Though a merger between the 
Technion and Halfa University is 
not yet on the agenda, relations 
between the two inatitutes are be- 
Ing fostered, and steps are to be 
taken to avold dupHeation. The 
Technlon intends to make greater 
use of the Univeraity's Liberal Arts 
departments for its own studenta, 
and It is hoped the University will 
make use of the Technion's natural 
aciences faculties for ita students. 


Training an engineer Is a very 
exponsive business, costing an 68- 
timated 112,000 for each of the 
student's four yeara of stuly, to a 
total of 1148,000. The students pay 
only IL800 a year tuition, 4 level 
determined by the government for 
all the country's institutes of high- 
er learning. 

This la less than the cust of a 
high achool education and tultion 
covers only about five per cent of 
the Technion’s regular budget, 
which this yeur tolala [L65m., the 
Vice President for Finances, Yosef 
Am!, told me. In addition there is 
a development budget of L1am. 
Half of this goes towards facilities 
for the 200 additional students a 
year, which the government has 
asked the Techalon to enrol in the 
freshman classes. 

The Techolon’s awn Income comes 
to only TL12m. a year, half of it 
from Jsraelisourees, {ocludlug local 
fund-raising and contributions, the 
tultion fees, and some 17.1.5π|. the 
InsHtute earns from various secr- 
vicas to Industry. The other IL@m. 
is provided-by the Tewlsh ‘Agency, 
to compensate for the ‘suspension 
of Its own fund-raising project in 
order to leave the fund scene clear 
for the big $600m. U.J.A. effort. 

‘With the Technion'’s income now 
reduced to a minor portion of its 
Operating expenses, the State, 
through the Jewish Agency, now 
eovera 85 per cent of the budget, 
an increase of 1% per cent since 
the overseas fund drives were 
stopped.

Then came Hitler, with a tre- 
mendous upsurge in interest.

Subconselously, they Identified 
with the German Jews, who had 
been like themselves so powerful 
and assimilated. Although they didn't 
spell It out to themselves, the Zion- 
isk argument suddenly became very 
forceful.”
